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Council Member Rone stated the following: First let me thank everyone for coming down this 
afternoon. I want to explain what I did because it seems to be a discrepancy in what happened. Last 
Tuesday I received a package for voting on Wednesday. It was a package. There are two different , 
packages we're dealing with. A resolution and an ordinance. A resolution for a tax credit which is 
normal. We've been doing those over the course of the years while we've been here. And mostly * 
each time, as my Council colleagues could agree, that it comes at a time where it has to be rushed. 
It's the same two tax cycles every year, one in April and one in August, but each time we are brought 
the package when time is of the essence and we need to vote immediately on it. This particular 
package that I tabled is called the Old Third Ward Urban Redevelopment Plan. This has, this is not a 
Brick Towers ordinance. This is an ordinance that affects 50 blocks radius in the heart of the Central * 
Ward. Martin Luther King Boulevard, all of it. From Clinton Avenue to Springfield Avenue, Irvine 
Turner Boulevard all of it. From Avon Avenue to Springfield Avenue. So this is not a Brick Towers 
project. The tax credit, the resolution is Brick Towers. But the amendment that they tried to attach to 4 
it was not. Upon reading it briefly in the midnight, and if you know me, you know I go to bed pretty 
early, but in reading it in the midnight, I found that public housing was wiped out in its entirety for all ^ 

' 50 blocks, all of it, every place in the package. It’s in writing. You can read it. Its what was 
submitted by this Administration, Cory Booker. His Administration submitted this to this Council. 
Fifty blocks, Prince Street where we once lived, Howard Street where we lived, Spruce Street where . 
we lived, Somerset Street where we lived. All of these places, no public houses, taken out of the 19'^ 

. Amendment. No I found that overnight. So I asked my colleagues to give me time to read it in it ^" 
totality. There have been 18 other amendments to the Old Urban Renewal Plan, 18 other ones. None 
of them have been passed between six and eight months after the Planning Board's approval. They 
expected this Council to pass it in four, well in two days after the Central Planning Board, and today 
is four working days. And so I want you to be mindful. I want to address the flyer that went out. My 
newsletter had my name on it. It had my name on it. So if you put something out about me, put your “ 
name on it. If it's true, put your name on it. And so my response to this, I was prepared. I did due 
diligence. I talked to most of my colleagues. I wanted to stay focused on the subject of making sure 
and ensuring that public housing was put back into this document and that a minimum percentage was 4 
put back in. The Housing Authority has always talked to us about changing public housing to 33 1/3, 
33 1/3 market; 33 1/3 affordable and 33 1/3 public housing. I wanted to ensure that that was in there. ^ 
I tried to stay focused on the issue at hand, not to argue for the sake of arguing, but to use our 
disagreement to create something in the best interest of everybody in the Central Ward. We want 
things to change, but the people, the history of the Central Ward are the people. There have been 2 
consistent poor in the Central Ward. That's the history of the ward. And so I wanted to ensure that as 
it changed, that we remained. And so this is what this was about, that we stayed and had the " 
opportunity to live where we always lived. Yes. Now you know I was all prepared to just come here 
and talk to you today, but they wanted me to be angry, and I am angry today. You know, I am angry. 
I was disappointed because I could not believe that this Administration would send something 
upstairs to me. I’m guessing that they thought that I wouldn't read it. I just came back from burying 
my grandmother. And so, because there is no way that I would ever, me the advocate of the poor, 
pass something like that. So I’m very disappointed, and then after your hand is caught in the cookie 
jar, you try to send a flyer out to defame my name in public housing. So I want to tell you why it 
moved so fast. Elnardo Webster, who is Cory's best friend, is the attorney on the project. Mildred ~ 
Crump's son is the attorney on the project. And so now I'm mad enough now till, you want to fight, 
let us fight. I want to say that, let me tell you, there isn't a color issue in Newark. It's a class issue in 
Newark. We better be very, very careful. It’s a class issue. It's a class issue in Newark, and the poor 

‘are always expendable. We're always the casualties. We're the ones who are going to be using the 
Community Courts. And so I wanted to put that in the record, because you know no matter what you ^» 
try to do, no matter how you try to work with this Administration, if it's not their way, it's the 
highway. They try. They don't want things passed on merit. They want to threaten you to make you * 
do something, and I’m not scared of any of you. And so while the normal process is to go through the .,, 
Central Planning Board, and to give this Body time enough to read this package. That's what I asked 
for. When Katy Wang came to me on the first day, I did not have a comment for her. I knew then ~ 
that public housing was taken out, but I did not say that because I wanted to try to resolve it. I told 
Katy Wang that I needed time to read it. Those were my only comments to her, that I did not know 
how good the package was because I did not have time to read it. That's all I said, because I wanted , 
to have the opportunity to work with this Administration to get the best thing for the City of Newark, ] 
and it's not easy. It's not easy doing the right thing in politics. This is a place where filth and not ~ 
being principled is acceptable. You can do this here, and it’s okay. So I am going to untable this - 
because it was never that I was against Brick Towers. What I was against is removing public housing ^^ 
from a 50-block radius where we always lived. That's what I was against. 
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President Crump stated the following: 


Mr. Clerk, before we take action before we take action, I’m going to do something I had not planed to 
do. Most of you sitting in this room have known me for at least 25, 30, 40 years, as many years as 
Councilwoman Rone is old. You know my level of integrity. You know my commitment to the 
community. I had no intention of speaking. I had no intention of voting, but when you cast doubt on 
my character, I'm going to speak up, just as she feels that she must speak up. Yes my son is the 
attorney on the project, but as I have told Councilwoman... Excuse me. As I have said to 
Councilwoman Rone and to Council Members numerous time, ] do not, and I underscore DO NOT, 
and I do not lie! I DO NOT discuss business with my son. He was borne and bred... For those of 
you who don't believe me, that's okay. For those of you who do, thank you. My son is borne and 
bred in Newark. He has the right to earn an income in Newark. This issue of lobbying on the 
Council floor is his right as someone who does business. When we were in the process of securing a 
communications contract, Councilwoman Rone lobbied the Council. That was her right. My son 
deserves io be — deserves the right to do business. We say that this is what we want, and yet our 
actions speak louder than words. I’m very disappointed that Councilwoman Rone has made my son 
and my integrity public. I take great umbrage. I would never do that to her, and have never done that 
to her in public. So I must say. I must, and even your mother just said Pm right. In public. So I 
want to place those comments on the record. o 


Council Member Rone read the following into the record: 


I am moving the Ordinance adopting the 19" Amendment for the Urban Renewal Plan-Old 
Third Ward Urban Renewal Project, as amended by me as Council Member from the Central 
Ward at this time. 


The Plan itself, which is in the form of a recommendation for the Central Planning Board to the 
Municipal Council, was only approved by the Central Planning Board on March 28, 2008 and 
has just been presented to the Council for its review. I have had only four working days to 
review this comprehensive document, which makes numerous proposed recommendations for 
change in the future redevelopment of the area. This short time period has not allowed the in 
depth careful review and analysis of the proposals which is absolutely necessary to assure that 
the changes are appropriate and meet local objectives, including but not limited to residential 
development, community facilities, appropriate land uses, traffic and other improvements. 


In my preliminary review of the Plan, I found a totally unacceptable provision, which excluded 
public housing in its entirety on M.L.K. from Springfield Avenue to Clinton Avenue and on 


Irvine Turner Boulevard between Avon and Springfield Avenues (referred to as MLK 
Corridor). 


Eighteen years ago there were over 4000 public housing units in this area. In the last eight 
years, as redevelopment has taken place in this area, the number of public housing units have 
steadily decreased. For example, the old Stella Wright site had 1206 public housing units. The 
new Stella Wright site has only 258 units. 


The Amendments that I proposed today to the Ordinance will ensure that public housing 
remains as an important component in the redevelopment of the MLK Corridor. 


I would point out that this Urban Renewal Plan was amended 18 times over the years and in 
those instances the Municipal Council had lengthy periods of time (anywhere from 6 to 8 


months) to review, analyze and digest the Planning Board recommendations, and then act on 
them. 


When I received this Redevelopment Plan last week, I moved to table the proposed Ordinance 
in light of the large scope of the project and its significant impact on low-income residents in 
the Central Ward in a fifty (50) block radius. 


I felt that it was my responsibility to research the proposal thoroughly, to consult with 
development experts and to have a proper legal review, given that this proposal represents a 
most significant change in the heart of the Central Ward. 
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I have been informed by Administration officials, however, that the passage of this Ordinance 
(which requires approval on both first and second reading) is time sensitive and must be 
completed by the end of thís month (April) in order to make timely application to the 
N.J.H.M.F.A., for tax credits for affordable housing projects, including the Montgomery Street 
Housing LLC application for low income tax credits for the Brick Towers project, which I 
support and which I am also moving for approval by the Municipal Council at this time, which 
is for construction of 80 units of affordable housing in the Central Ward, which project is 
important to the Central Ward and should not be jeopardized. 


I do, however, reserve the right to carefully consider and evaluate the entire Urban Renewal 
Plan and if amendments, modifications, additions and/or deletions are warranted, in the best 
interests of the citizens and residents of the Central Ward, they will be made. 


As I previously indicated, the Redevelopment Plan proposed by the Central Planning Board is a 
recommendation to the Municipal Council. 


The Municipal Council, as the legislative body of the City, has the absolute right, on its own 
initiative, to make Amendments to the Urban Renewal Plan at any time that they same is 
deemed to be warranted and appropriate. 


A motion to amend Item 9a(S) by amending Paragraph C — LAND USE PLAN Subparagraph 2 
(a)(1) Land Use Provisions and Building Requirements of the Ordinance by way of the re-inclusion 
of the statement that low income housing continues to be a permissible method of Redevelopment of 
the Project Are as follows:

A 
minimum of 25 percent of the units constructed in the project area shall be low income 
public units.
